Modern civilized people is threatened by the perfection 
of their food 

Since man’s advent upon the planet for thousands 
of years he has been compelled to hustle in order to get 
something to eat. In fact that has been his chief occu- 
pation, as it is still with the case of the horse and the 
ox 


the 


Most of his foods were of an imperfect nature. Fruits 
and grains coftained a good deal of waste matter and 
meats were eaten sparingly 

Consequently his digestive apparatus was adapted to 
a great deal of fodder, or waste matter 

And now comes the modern era wih all sorts of re 
fined foods, The bran is sifted from the flour, and other 
foods are canned with the waste eliminated. The con 
sequence is that man is afflicted with food in a too con- 
ecentrated form 

One of the types of food of a most condensed kind 


ia that of sugar, or candy. Those who eat too many 
sweets are subject to all kinds of complaints, 
fhe tendeney to use condensed foods becomes 


stronger and stronger, 
disinclined to leafy vegetables and other forms of food 
containing much fodder. The result ts the impairment 
of health 

It has even fancifully been proposed to prepare all 


foods in the form of a pill, and one might take a pili 
and a drink of water in lieu of eating a meal 
Theoretically this would be ideal. Practically {t will 


not work. The system needs not only the_ req'iisite 
amount of carbonhydrates, proteins and fats. together 
with water, but it also needs those foods which produce 
| vitamines It needs also what we call “roughness in 
feeding cattle; th is, the intestines must be supplied 
with a certain amount of bulk. The concentrated foods

If any kind of fowl is fasted for at least 
twenty-four hours before killing, the meat will 
be more tender and the flavor more delicious 
For several-days previous to fasting the fowl, 
it should be fed only milk or butter milk. This 
will make the giblets quite clean and light in 
eolor 
The Kosher way of killing is far superior 
to the method used by most butchers, The arter- 
ies in the neck are severed and the bird al 
lowed to hang by its feet until the heart has 
pumped out all of the blood 
Dry picking is superior to sealding, and this should be done 
immediately after killing. The fow! should then be kept on ice for 
three or four days before cooking, as this will also make the flesh
